The young witness, a war vet- 
eran with a fine service record, 
charged that a Missouri highway 
patrolman tried to shake him 
down for money or liquor. Lubbes 
said the patrolman arrested him 
for carrying concealed weapons 
but the charge was thrown out of 
court and the trooper was trans- 
ferred.

| One question is whether the in- 
creases will be based on the new- 
type index or the old type—it 
might make a difference of a cent 
or so an hour. 

3-Month Adjustments. 

Pay adjustments are made 
every three months in many con- 
cerns, at the rate of 1 cent an 


hour up or down with every rise 
or fall of 1.14 points in the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics consum- 
ers’ price index. 

Acting to gear its measure- 
ment of living costs to changing 
buying habits, the bureau yester- 
day put out its new-type monthly 
index. It contained 25 new items 
and cut down the importance of 
food in the budget of a moderate- 
income family. 

The CIO charged today that the 
new-type index does not reflect 
the actual rise in prices. It con- 
tended that food prices have 
zoomed since the Korean fighting 
began last June and that this was 
not the time to begin a kind of 
index.

FRANTIC MOTHERS 
DIG WITH HANDS; 
SONS DIE IN CAVE-IN 


DETROIT, March 3 (UP)— 
Frantic parents dug with their 
hands in a futile attempt to rescue 
their young sons from a caved-in 
ditch yesterday. 

The boys were playing in the 
ditch when the dirt crumbled and 
buried them in a freshly-dug 
sewer. The victims were Robert 
Murphy, 5 years old, Darryl 
Wertz, 4, and Jimmy Tucker, 3. 

Mrs. Etta Wertz, 25, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Tucker, pawed at the soft 
earth with their hands and work- 
men used shovels in an attempt 
to free the youngsters before 
they suffocated. 

Within minutes, Robert and 
Darryl were removed from the 
trench. Firemen tried to revive 
them with artificial respiration, 
but it was too late. Jimmy’s body 
was recovered an hour later. 

The cave-in first was noticed 
by Joseph Merlino, 24, a laborer 
working on the ditch and sewer.

Bus drivers for the St. Louis 
County Transit Co. have been 
granted a wage increase of 7% 
cents an hour for the first six 


months of this year and a further | 


increase of 5 cents for the last 
six months ‘of the year, former 


man of a public hearing panel, 
announced today. 

The 125 drivers, who went on 
strike for one day last Jan. 22, 
demanded 15 cents above their 
$1.25 hourly wage rate, paid 
holidays and three weeks’ vaca- 
tion with pay after 12 years’ serv- 
ice. The award, binding on both 


‘the company and the drivers’ 
union, denied the holiday and va- 
cation requests, and granted an 
average increase of 10 cents an 
hour for the year. 

In announcing the finding, 
made following hearings, Chair- 
man Kaufmann said the employes 
contended they were entitled to 
a wage rate comparable to that 
paid- employes of other com- 
panies engaged ‘in similar busi- 
ness “without consideration of 
the company’s ability to pay.” 
Company’s Position. 


The company, the finding said, 
refused to concede that its pay 
rates were not comparable, but 
rested its, case primarily on in- 
ability to grant the employes’ 
demands “by reason of its finan- 
cial condition and bleak business 
prospects.” 

“In the case before us there 
are factors which prompt me to 
believe that ability to pay must 
be given at least secondary con- 
sideration,” Kaufmann observed. 


“The company is a public util- 
ity, serving an area of 493 square 
miles with a population of more 
than 400,000. This area vitally 
needs transportation, but it is 
evident the company cannot con- 
tinue in business with a recur- 
ring annual deficit. The Public 
Service Commission recognized 
the plight of the company in 
granting an emergency rate in- 
crease effective last Nov. 11.

The United States challenge 
did not mention atomic weapons. 
Russia had said previously that its 
refusal to permit such a count was 
because the United States de- 
clined to include atom bomb 
stockpiles in the census. 

Nash told reporters the ques- 
tion of atomic weapons still came 
under the U.N. Atomic Energy 
Commission. He said he did not 
intend to bring up the new United 
States proposal formally at the 
current meetings of a special U.N. 
committee set up at President 
Truman’s suggestion to study the 
advisability of combining the 
work of the conventional arma- 
ments group and the atomic com- 
mission. 

However, Nash said, he expect- 
ed the United States to try to 
get the census plan put on the 
agenda of the proposed Big Four 
foreign ministers’ meeting.

NEVER HEARD 
30 MUCH LYING, 
FULBRIGHT SAYS 


RFC Investigation Shows 


Agency Yielded to Out- 
side Pressures, Senator 
Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 


—‘I have never heard so much 
lying in my life,” Senator J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, 
said today of some of the testi- 
mony in the investigation of Re- 


construction Finance Corporation 


lending policies. 

Fulbright declined to specify 
which statements he considered 
false among the welter of charges 
and denials by a score of wit- 
nesses. 

But he said scrutiny of the 
record might reveal the need for 
a “general investigation of the 
moral level of our government.” 

The Senate Banking Committee 
has charged that political influ- 
ence and personal pressure tipped 
the scales in the RFC’s considera- 
tion of several multi-million-dol- 
lar loans. 

Fulbright told reporters today 
that although the record of the 
committee hearing is “full of 
perjury,” it has “shown conclus- 
ively” that RFC yielded improp- 
erly to outside pressures. 

Report “Not Asinine.” 

It also demonstrated that the 
subcommittee conducting the in- 
quiry “did not make an asinine 
report,” Fulbright added. This 
Was an allusion to President Tru- 
man’s press conference descrip- 
tion on Feb. 8 of a report the 
committee filed with the Senate 
last month.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 3—

The Railroads’ Case 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorial inquiring how “rail- 
road management and the Federal Gov- 
ernment were coming along in adjusting 
the wage complaints of the switchmen” 
overlooks the possibility that union 
leaders too may have some responsibil- 
ity in matters of this sort. 

It is ridiculous, of course, to suggest 
that a way to avoid these unpleasant- 
nesses with organized labor is to meet 
any and all demands, with goverment 
ready to step in with a blackjack any 
time management shows signs of reluc- 
tance. 

Yet that apparently was what was 
expected by the union leaders when 
they forced the Government to seize the 
railroads last August. What has hap- 
pened since—‘sick” strikes, recrimina- 
tions and court fines—hardly can be 
said to have been of service to the rank 
and file of railroad switchmen. Rather, 
they: have been a measure of the bitter 
disappointment and continued obstinacy 
of the union leaders. 

More than a year ago the railroads 
agreed to arbitrate. A decision could 
have been reached then without any 
undue delay. Any gains won then 
would have been enjoyed by the switch- 
men throughout the intervening months. 

On June 15 President Truman’s Fact- 
Finding Board recommended a 40-hour 
week for the switchmen, overtime, and 
an increase of 18 cents an hour in 
wages. These gains would have become 
effective Oct. 1 if the union leaders had 
agreed. | 

On Sept. 1 the railroads agreed to a 
White House proposal for a three-year 
pact, increasing hourly wage rates 23 
cents, providing automatic increases 
pegged to the coét of living, deferring 
the 40-hour week temporarily, and pro- 
viding a moratorium on all new wage 
and rules demands. This, too, could 
have been in effect Oct. 1 if the union 
leaders had accepted it. 

Then, on Dec. 21, following the first 
“sick” strike, the railroads agreed to 
another Government proposal. This 
increased the wage boost to 25 cents an 
hour. deferred the 40-hour week tem- 
porarily but provided for an additional 
4 cents per hour wage increase later. 
The union leaders agreed to this and 
signed a “memorandum agreement.” 
Later they repudiated it. 

Despite these repeated efforts to 
bring about a settlement of this dispute, 
the union leaders declared recently 
that “all that the carriers, with the co- 
operation of the Government, have of- 
fered us is seizures. injunctions, con- 
tempt actions, threats of dismissal and 
military coercion.” H. M. SIMS.

Womanpower for Defense 


Raising the children is responsibility enough 
for many women in the years of mobilization 
for defense which may lie ahead. Indeed, it is a 
task of considerably greater importance for the 
national welfare than many, more directly con- 
nected with the defense effort, which will be 
performed by men. 

But what of the other women—those without 
families, wives without children or husbands, to 
care for? Is bandage-olling, a cheering letter, 
an occasional dance with a lonely soldier at a 
recreation center enough of a contribution for 
them to make? 

Judging from the experience of World War II, 
and the requirements of the years which seem 
to lie ahead of us, the answer apparently is: No. 
Many women will be required for assignments 
for which they have special aptitudes; as nurses 
in armed forces and civil defense organizations, 
as full time recreational and welfare workers, 
as workers in a variety of industrial occupations. 

Many more will be required to take the places 
of men in rear-area clerical and supply positions 
in the armed forces. For the nation just does 
‘not have enough me to allow itself the luxury 
of filling all military jobs with able-bodied men. 
Women also must take the places of many men 
in jobs at home which are necessary to the 
nation’s economy. 

Fortunately, it will be easier to obtain the 
needed womanpower now than it would have 
been a generation ago. Americans’ ideas about 
women are changing, albeit slowly. No longer 
are all women satisfied with the traditional wom- 
en's jobs. No longer do all men insist on strict 
barriers to keep this “a man's world.” Earning 
a wage, although usually a lower one than a 
man would receive, is now socially acceptable 
for women. 

But exactly how the women are to be ob- 
tained is the subject of a debate which is getting 
under way, and which promises to become more 
spirited as the manpower squeeze becomes 
tighter. Mrs. Mildred McAfee Horton, command- 
er of the WAVES in World War II, has added 
her voice to those who favor drafting women 
as well as men for military service. She thinks 
a really universal registration and draft system 
could provide better use of the nation’s total 
skills and resources, and make it possible to 
“select those people who can do the work which 
needs to be done, with the least disruption of 
our economy.” 

The Defense Department, however, has no 
such plans. Dr. Esther B. Strong, staff member 
of the department’s personnel policy board, said 
that women will be recruited on a voluntary 
basis to serve in jobs where they, as women, can 
render most effective service. 


Certainly if there is a convincing case to be 
made for drafting women now, nobody has made 
it. For a total armed force of 3,500,000, a male 
draft plus women and men volunteers should be 
enough. Whatever gain there might be from 
drafting young women, too, would be far over- 
balanced by popular dissatisfaction and _ resent- 
ment at forced disruption of established patterns 
of society. 


Women should not be compelled to exchange 
ironing boards and radio quiz shows for drawing 
boards and riveting hammers unless the man- 
power shortage becomes so severe that all the 
nation’s workers must be drafted. 

But a manpower squeeze of those dimensions 
might happen if World War III should come, or 
if the scope of the current defense effort should 
be expanded considerably. Britain drafted 
women to help meet its manpower crisis during 
World War II. At the peak of the British war 
effort, women made up about one-third of the 
total labor force, and about 10 per cent of the 
armed forces. If a similar emergency should 
occur in this country, American women would 
have to make a contribution of comparable size 
and value. 
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Are They Still Beating Their Wives? 

It can be predicted confidently that the citi- 
zens of Rockford, Ill., will cast a resounding 
vote against sin April 3.

The presumably mu- 
tually exclusive questions they will vote on are 
these: Shall the United States immediately 
adopt a policy to defend itself and its posses- 
sions and give limited assistance to free nations; 
or, shall the United States continue to follow its 
present world-wide foreign policy and lend un- 
limited assistance to free nations? 


Without benefit of secret ballot, we hereby 
announce that we are for the Administration in 
this referendum, and consequently vote for 
proposition number one, which is what its for- 
eign policy is and has been. But if we hap- 
pened to be for Mr. Hoover's policy of retreat 
to the storm cellars, we'll be darned if we can 
see how we could vote for either of those 
statements. , 
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To Increase Voter Interest 


Two important primary proposals have been 
intreduced in the Missouri Legislature by Rep- 
resentative Jones of Clayton. One bill would 
change the date of the state primary from the 
first Tuesday of August to the first Tuesday of 
May. The other would provide the means for 
a preferential primary in’ Missouri. 

Missouri holds its primary at just about the 
worst possible time from every viewpoint— 
except that of the party bosses. August finds 
public interest in political affairs at just about 
the lowest possible ebb. Many citizens are on 
vacation and not a few are always out of the 
state. August temperatures not only reduce in 
terest in the all-important nomination of can- 
didates, but put a hardship on the aspirants 
themselves. 

The smaller the independent voter participa- 
tion in a primary the easier it is for the party 
bosses. What they would like, of course, would 
be to have only a few go to the polls and those 
few their own henchmen. When they are able 


them. While some states hold the delegates to 
the outcome of the preferential voting, other 
states make the primary results merely advisory. 

We would rate Representative Jones two bills 
as “urgent” and “desirable” in that: order. The 
last Legislature finally gave Missouri an ab 
sentee voting law. This one should at least 
change the primary date. 
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From Politics to Pimlico 

Two Senate subcommittees are studying the 
Maryland itinerary of Senator McCarthy of Wis- 
consin, who gets around. In Maryland he ex- 
hibited a definite influence on politics, an in- 
definite influence on the management of the 
Lustron Corp., and no influence at all on the 
ponies. 

A subcommittee investigating the Maryland 
election found that McCarthy assistants helped 
in the smear campaign which defeated ex- 
Senator Tydings. The campaign manager for 
the victorious Senator Butler said he also got 
material against Tydings from the McCarthy 
office, because everyone knew McCarthy had 
the best assortment of that stuff. And non- 
sense, it might be added. 


Meanwhile, the subcommittee investigating 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation heard 
E. Merl Young, alleged influence salesman. 
Young said he saw Car! Strandlund, former head 
of the bankrupt Lustron Corp., cash and tear up 
checks for McCarthy at the Pimlico race track. 
The Senator went broke after the first race, 
Young said. Strandlund stated he did nothing 
for McCarthy at Pimlico, but did cash a check 
for him at Laurel. Strandlund insisted the 
check he tore up was covered by a larger Mc- 
Carthy check. 


It was already known that Strandlund, who 
accused RFC officials of misuse of official influ- 
ence in Lustron, had found McCarthy a good 
companion. Lustron paid the Senator $10,000 
for a housing booklet in which the Senator 
could take little pride of authorship. 


So at this point the whole drama of influence 
in the RFC, Lustron and what not presents a 
fine-spun plot in who misused the influence and 
who was used. Few of the characters can es- 
cape the taint, but is anybody surprised to find 
the wild man from Wisconsin in the cast? 
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Fluorine, and an Extra Benefit 

There is an extra dividend for St. Louisans in 
the Mayor's announcement that he would recom- 
mend an $85,000 annual appropriation for fluor- 
ination of the city’s water supply. 

The principal benefit would go to St. Louis 
children, who could expect to have in the future 
perhaps as few as one half of the dental cavities 
children have'now. The extra dividend is that 
recomputation of the cost has indicated this 
project can be undertaken for about $40,000 a 
year less than the original $125,000 estimate. 

At $85,000, or about 10 cents annually for 
each resident of the city, water fluorination 
looks like an investment St. Louis parents will 
be eager to make for their children's welfare. 
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Mr. Taft Goes to Baltimore 


Why, we wonder, did Senator Taft go to Balti- 
more to attend a testimonial dinner in honor of 
John Marshall Butler? 

To be sure, Mr. Butler was elected a Senator 
on the Republican ticket last November, and as 
such he is Maryland’s first G.O.P. Senator in 
years. Yet no one knows as yet whether Mr. 
Butler will be allowed to hang onto his seat. He 
was permitted to take the oath with the express 
understanding that the Senate would be free to 
inquire fully into the deceits of the Maryland 
campaign and Mr. Butler’s connection with 
them. 


Day by day, the ugly facts are coming out as ‘ 


the investigating committee goes into the 
smeary mess. As it stands now, Mr. Butler was 
just about the chief beneficiary of McCarthyism 
in the 1950 election. 

If Ohio’s Robert A. Taft wants to identify him- 


self with “Fake Picture” Butler that is his busi- 


ness. But it must be embarrassing to many who 
have thought well of him in the past. 
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White Powder, Dirty Business 

While the Kefauver Committee put crime on 
parade in St. Louis, federal narcotics agents 
have rather quietly rounded up a criminal as- 
sortment involved in so sordid a business that 
the less seen of any of them the better. Their 
business was heroin. 

Heroin is a white, bitter powder soluble in a 
mixture of water and alcohol. It is a derivative 
of morphine but is such an extreme depressant 


that it is inferior to morphine for medical use, 


and its manufacture is forbidden in this coun- 
try. The drug is almost instantaneous and 
makes addicts quickly. Police records show that 
heroin is the mainstay of the underworld drug 
traffic, and worse, its victims are often children. 

This week officers arrested an alleged heroin 
peddier here who was said to have sold the stuff 
to teen-agers, and to have collected $270,000 in 
six months. Earlier this year the so-called 
“king” of local heroin dopers, Jesse Collins, was 
sent to prison. Some of his unregal retinue 
also were picked up. And the sooner iron gates 
shut on them the better, for justice can demand 
small retribution for the human wreckage they 
leave behind.

There May Be a Worse Choice 


The United States may have a less qualified 
diplomat than Richard C. Patterson Jr. But it is 
a safe assumption that there are better-qualified 
diplomats than he in jobs less important than 
that for which he has just been nominated.

A Complete Switchover 


It cannot be assumed that the President 
had this reorganization plan in mind when 
he ridiculed the subcommittee report and 
renominated the directors who are under 
fire. The present plan would abajish the 
positions of the directors the President has 
just renamed. In their place would be an 
administrator, a deputy administrator, a 
loan policy board, and a board for review-

ing loan applications before the adminis- 
trator would finally pass on them. 

Only a few days ago the President had 
also indicated that he would again recom- 
mend placing the RFC under the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The new plan, bring- 
ing the Secretary of Commerce in only as 
a member of the proposed loan policy 
committee, is a complete. switchover. 

Undoubtedly the President is entitled to 


some credit for this last-minute conver- 


sion, but large questions remain as to why 
he was not willing to co-operate with the 
subcommittee when it first urged him to 
take the initiative and why he suddenly 
accepted most of its program just before 
public hearings were to begin. 


“This Lack of Teamwork” 


Did the President hope to forestall the 
hearings? There is a strong presumption 
that the open hearings would never have 
been held if the Administration had ac- 
cepted the proposed reforms earlier, for 
the basic purpose of the subcommittee was 
to break up the “‘web of influence” operat- 
ing in the RFC. 

After the open hearings had been sched- 
uled, however, the committee could not 
abandon them in response to the Presi- 
dent's reorganization plan without giving 
the appearance of a deal. So the hearings 
go forward. 

Apparently this lack of teamwork will 
not now thwart reform of the RFC. But 
it is evident that the desired changes could 
have been effected without the confusion, 
the harsh words and the embarrassment of 
a flip-flop if there had been any disposi- 
tion on the part of the White House to 
co-operate with the investigating commit- 
tee. 

It it a pretty high price to pay for the 
lack of good relations that ought to exist 
as a matter of course among responsible 
officials of the two branches.

It is a sad but true fact that the gap 
at Washington University between frater- 
nity and sorority members on the one 
hand and unaffiliated students on the 
other is daily being widened, not closed.

Just as it 
betrays characters into bombast, it tends 
to betray novelists into caricature.

Willie Maryngton, born in the army, 
was orphaned young and brought up by 
the widow of a fellow-officer of his fa- 
ther's, The armistice came in 1918 just 
as he was preparing to go to France to 
“join his regiment.” He stifles his disap- 
pointment, is a good officer in peacetime 
(India, Egypt), has his adventures in love 
and in sports, is popular in the regiment 
and everywhere else—without acquiring 
friends—and is at every point regular, 
decent and commendable. At the outbreak 
of the second world war he strains at the 
leash; his chance has come at last. But 
shipment after shipment of troops go over- 
seas without him: he stays at home in 
England to train younger men. 


The heartbreak can be understood be- 
cause Duff Cooper has built his character - 
so fully, although al! by means of narra- 
tive: there is scarcely a line of “character- 
ization” in the tale. Willie dies. simply, 
of a broken heart; but after his death 
there comes the extraordinary denoue- 
ment, the author's brilliant invention 
which brings the whole subject to a con- 
clusion satisfying every requirement of 
pity and terror. The climax is perfectly 
genuine, arising out of the subject, and 
must leave almost any reader shaken pro- 
foundly. Duff Cooper's way of writing 
touches the eighteenth century and the 
present one, but appears in this book to 
have skipped the nimeteenth altogether:

THE “HAROLD PEARY SHOW,” (KMOX, 8 p.m. 
St. Louis time Wednesdays), to get down to cases, 
is a half hour pullulation of middle-aged adoles- 
cence. It is laid, an apt word for it, in the fictional 
small town of Melrose Springs where love among 
the middle-aged germinates like orchids along 
the Amazon. Even on “The Great Gildersleeve,” 
Peary had grave diffioulties coping with the op- 
posite sex. The very sight of a g—1l set him to 
giggling and, in general, behaving like a 13-year- 
old. But, as Gildie, at least he had a few outside 
interests. 
As Honest Harold in his new show, the girls 
occupy all his time.

WHEN HONEST HAROLD isn't chasing girls, 
you're likely to discover him playing with his BB 
gun or his model planes.

Conceivably it is meant to in- 
form and instruct the older folks in small towns.

Carbon Monoxide 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


BOUT 2000 people in the United States are accidentally 
A witee by gas every year. Many of these deaths come from 

ordinary gas, coal, and charcoal burners in rooms. 

That familiar, friendly old pot-bellied stove and its 
slicker, thinner offspring conceal a deadly danger. Stoves 
and room burners will not kill you if you know about the 
silent slayer that lurks within them. Ns 

The chief villain is odorless carbon monoxide gas. It is 
the same gas which is the poisonous part of natural gas and 
auto exhaust fumes. Carbon monoxide poisoning accounts 
for more deaths than occur from all other gasses together. 
It arises during incomplete combustion of the burning coal 
and charcoal and from unburned heating gas. Thus, a good 
deal of it is produced by a damp fire or embers during the 
night or as the gas heater burns in a closed room.

CARBON MONOXIDE is poisonous because it combines 
with the blood a lot easier than oxygen does. However, your 
body needs oxygen. When a certain amount of the red color- 
ing matter (the hemoglobin), of blood is tied up by carbon 
monoxide, it can't carry enough oxygen to keep your tissues 
healthy or even alive. In other words, carbon monoxide poi- 
soning is essentially internal strangulation through cutting 
off the oxygen supply to your tissues. 

The first symptoms are headache, dizziness, rapid heart 
action and shortness of breath. You won't notice these, of 
course, if you have gone to sleep with your windows tightly 
shut and the burner burning. Sometimes garage workers no- 
tice headache as a symptom of ea chronic carbon monoxide 
poisoning from auto exhaust fumes. Most modern garages 
are force ventilated to prevent this.
